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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The term "substantially" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "substantially" is not defined by the claim, the specification does 
not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in 
the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. It is unclear to 
the examiner how much of a substantial gain there would be by implementing a modular 
encryption scheme. 

Claims 1 and 2 rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Abstract ideas and/or software per se are non- 
patentable subject matter. Regarding Claim 1: the examiner reads the phrase "a 
modular computerized encryption scheme can be formed from the performance of a 
sequential series of computerized modules" as an abstract idea. Since applicant does 
not state the structure of a module, the examiner interprets module based on the 
dictionary definition as it relates to computer science as "a portion of a program that 
carries out a specific function and may be used alone or with other modules of the same 
program." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Leppek(US 5,933,501). 

Regarding Claim 1: Leppek details a method of using multiple encryption 
algorithms (Claim 1; Column 4 Lines 52-66; Figure 2) to secure data. 

Regarding Claim 2: Leppek details using the encryption algorithms in no order 
with the ability to use any algorithms that one wishes to use (Column 5 Lines 6-52). 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references cited, Wechelberger et al. and Schell et al, 
disclose a modular encryption scheme. 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.
